COLLUSION OF ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 
To the Rüter of The Cage Tribune: 

Cuicaao, April 3.—In alate number of your 
paper you, to some extent, showed up the ne- 
farious mannerin which the buildings of our 
city and county are being constructed. 

It is said that in this city there are 150 archi- 


‘tects more or less, the writer of this being one 


of them. and to our shame be it said that out of 
that number there is bardly a baker’s dozen who 
conduct their business as regards their fees and 
otherwise in a war that would bear investiga- 
tion at all, and a very large share of these are so 
positively dishonest that they would not be em- 
ployed if they were known by the public as they 
are known by the builders and their brother 


tects. 
* old and trite saying that doctors know 
themselves better than other people know them. 
and the same rule is applicabie to architects. 

it is a fact well non to the builders that a 
very large proportion of those who dub them- 
selves architects would not be trusted so far as 
one would trast a dog with his dinner if their 
emplovers koew them as * are known by oth- 
er architects and builders. They hold immunity 
from exposure by their brother architects, be- 
cause it is always 8 delicate and unwelcome 
duty to present to public the shortcomings 
of those with whom they ought to be on 
the most friendly terms; and the interests of 
builders is against exposing them, beca e they, 
the builders, would be decidedly at a disad vant- 
age in obtaining work from them, or in executin 
it under their direction after they had obtained 
it. But there are a few—a very small number— 
of architects in the city who are in this respect, 
as I think, without spotor blemish, and they 
are meu who are well snown in this community ; 
not your sleek, olly-tougued rogues who charm 
your eyes and ears while they deliberately plot 
to swindle you, but men who would scorn to 
practice euch deception on anybody. And if you 
would know who these men are, as well as who 
the rogues are, inquire of some of, our first-class 
builders, —of whom, fortunately, we have a few, — 
and they can point them out to you without an 
mistake in identity. a 

It is strange, indeed, that business men, 
allured by the tempting bau of getting tneir 
work done for half the usual fee, will employ 
these disreputable feliows when it ought to be 
known that they never allow an opportunity to 
pass without doubling their fees by collusion 
with the builders, and the money thus obtained 
always comes out of the proprietor, 

What right has an architect to hoodwink his 
client into tne belief that he is dving his work 
for a ma a mere nominal price, and 
then male up the balauce by selling himself to 
the builders? at individual would em- 
ploy an architect to look after his 
mieresta in the construction of * 
building. whom he understood was so compro- 
mised by collusion with contractors that he 
could pot enforce a proper observance of « 
contract bythe latter for tear of exposure and 
disgrace by them 7 

When an architect steps aside from tho line of 
his duty ip this way his independence and dign:- 
ty is gone, and be should be made to step down 
aud out atonce. Bat these practices are going 
on all the time, aud will, so long as this kind of 
post-trad ips are profitable, and so long as 
people, with the vain idea of getting an archi- 
tect’s service for baif its value, shail continue 
to employ these leeches because they can and 
will ostensibly work for anvthing they can get, 
a mere nominal” price, and then sell them- 
selves to the builders to make up the comple- 
ment of their fee, wnile meu who conscientious- 
ly eerve their employers and charge a reasonable 
fee for such service must remain idie for want 
of business.

CENTENNIAL BUILDINGS. 
To the Editor of T'he Chweage Tribune: 

Cutcaco, April 4.—I wish to ask some expert, 
in estimating fizzles, to give me an opinion be- 
tween the three now being put up, for what pur- 
pose I can sever imagine, unless it be to add to 
our disgrace, in taste and workmanship at Phila- 
delphia. While the State of Musouri apd some 
others have done well, foreigu powers have also 
a just pride in their cottages, lodges, eto. Hut 
between Ohio, Indiana, and Lilinow, I can not 
sately decide, which has gained the award iu 
perfect untasteful production, both in concep- 
tion and construction. But I claim for Indiana 
the prize. Our State made a generous donation 
of $6,000 towards advancing our State repre- 
sentatives in the Centennial season, but it 
turned out that none could be put into our 
building.

THE FINANCES IN CONGRESS. 

There are now before Congress a large 
number of bills having for their purpose the 
settlement of the financial and currency 
questions. It may not be uninteresting to 
briefly recapitulate some of the features of 
these measures. 

Mr. Housman, of Indiana, has a bill to com- 
pel the retirement of: the circulation of the 
National Banks at the rate of 5 per cent 3 


month, and the issue of a corresponding sum 


the Governorship of Indiana and a rival of 
the notorious Lambs, and something must 
be pardoned to the necessity which one dema- 
gogue has to outbid an opposing one.

Houmas knows that there is a solemn con- 
tract that the amount of legal-tender notes 
shall not exceed $400,000,000, and he is also 
aware that a bare majority of the Supreme 
Court could only be obtained to hold that the 
making of paper notes alegal-tender was con- 
stitational, on the sole ground that the neces- 
sities of the nation at the time rendered al- 
most anything legal that was considered es- 
sential to the safety of the nation. But Mr. 
Houtman, who is a Democrat, proposes to vio- 
late every tradition and dogma of his party 
by making the Government a manufacturer of 
rag-money-irredeemable paper. Mr. Hotmin 
has andther bill to repeal the law for resump- 
tion of specie payments. 

Mr. J. Ran Tuc, of Virginia, 
has a bill pending substantially for the es- 
tablishment of a National Bank-Ex- 
chequer, as he calls it, with a capital of 
a hundred millions of dollars, having 
branches in all the States of the Union, 
and authorized to do a general banking busi- 
ness, with an issue department, the circula- 
tion to be two hundred millions of dollars, 


excellent principle ; but, instead of one na- 
tional bank with branches, the same result 
could be attained in a less dangerous and un- 
objectionable manner by applying the prin- 
ciple to the present system of National 
Banks, leaving banking, as now, free to all 
who may wish to engage in it. 

Mr. Ro, of Tennessee, has a bill to 
issue $65,258,300 of legal-tenders, to be used 
to pay that number of 5-20 bonds of the 
issue of 1862. In other words, Mr. Roo, 
who is a Democrat, proposes to take up and 
pay an interest-bearing note with a non- 
interest-bearing note irredeemable at any 
time. 

Mr. Bricat, another Democrat from Ten- 
nessee, has a scheme for the issue of green- 
backs to an indefinite amount with which to 
pay off the debt and make things generally 
and the debt especially a matter of trifling 


consequence. 

Mr. Lawpzra, an Indiana Democrat, has a 
comprehensive scheme to issue legal-tender 
money—not notes, or promises, but paper 
money ; stamped as money and requiring no 
redemption. This money is founded on 
the faith and resources of the nation.” The 
paper is to simply bear the legend, Tuts 1 
TEN poLLaRs,” and that is to be the end of it. 
Gold is to be demonetized, and the paper 
money is to supersede all others. On this 
platform Mr. Lan is a candidate for 
Governor of Indiana, nominated by the paper- 
money party, and expecting the support of 
the Democratic party. 

Senator Boor, of Missouri, who is a pros- 
pective candidate for the Presidency, pro- 
poses that specie payments be brought about 
by making greenbacks receivable for customs 
duties; when that is done, he thinks the 
holders of gold will be compelled to sell it to 
the Government for whatever the latter 
chooses to give for it. 

Mr. Parnz, of Ohio, a Democrat, has a 
bill requiring the Government to collect ten 
millions in gold annually by taxation, and 
hoard it in the Treasury until it amounts to 
$110,000,000; and then, on the assumption 
that the greenbacks will circulate at par, to 
keep the gold unused. In the meantime an 
equal amount of gold bonds bearing 6 per 
cent interest are to be kept outsanding. The 
same bill proposes that the banks shall hoard 
gold in the same way. Mr. Burcuazp, of 
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„Illinois, a Republican, has a bill proposing 


the same policy of hoarding gold by the 
banks and the Government. . 

Mr. KLxr, of Pennsylvania, has his fa. 
vorite scheme of an interconvertible currency 
and bond, the latter to bear 3.65 per cent in- 
terest. The notes are to be issued indefinite- 
ly, and may at pleasure be invested in this 
been introduced, with numerous variations, 
by several other statesmen. 

Mr. Fanweiut, Republican, of Illinois, has 
a bill pending for the retirement of one mill- 
ion of dollars of legal-tenders monthly until 
those notes shall be at par with gold. 

Mr. Hund, of Ohio, has a bill which de- 
clares that after January, 1877, nothing but 
gold and silver coin shall be legal-tender, 
unless otherwise stipulated in a written con- 
tract. . 

Mr. Scutzicuer, Democrat, of Texas, has 
a bill which provides for setting apart all the 
gold and silver in the Treasury, now and 
hereafter, for the payment of interest and 
for the payment of legal-tender notes of the 
United States. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is required to sell ten millions of dollars 
of gold monthly for legal-tenders until legal- 
tender notes shall rate at par in coin; after 
that he is to redeem every month ten millions 
of greenbacks. To enable this to be done, 
one hundred and ninety millions of dollars of 
bonds may be sold. 

Mr. Jonzes, of Nevada, one of the Silver 
Kings, has a scheme to make silver a legal- 
tender, and to make silver coinage free. By 
this means a metallic currency can be substi- 
tuted for paper. 

Ferranpo Woop has a long, complicated 
scheme for the issue of a new Treasury note 
which is to be interconvertible into some 
kind of a bond. 

Senator Monntm, of Vermont, has a bill 
which provides for the immediate resump- 
tion of specie payments, without any why 
or wherefore or any time for preparation 
or for adjustment of existing contracts. 

Senator SuxnMA sticks to the Resumption 
act, which provides for specie payments in 
1879. 

Mr. Currrenpen, of New York, proposes 
to retire and cancel legal-tender notes, at the 
rate of four millions à month, by the sale of 
bonds having forty years to run. 

The Democratic party in 1874, pointing to 
the failure of the Republicans to adjust the 
finances, promised that if restored to power 
they would furnish the country with a finan- 
cial policy. The people elected a House 
of Representatives composed of nearly two- 
thirds Democrats. Upon that party resis 
the responsibility of legislation. If the 
House cannot devise such a plan, then it will 
be false to its promise, and prove its inabil- 
ity and the inability of the party to govern: 
The Democratic House, however, does not 
propose to pass any bill, nor to let any bill 
pass. They have proposed innumerable 
wild-cat schemes to catch all kinds of votes, 
but that is not legislation. To be honest, 
Mr. Morrrson, as the leader of the House, 
should propose and have adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring the incapacity of the Demo- 
cratic party in Congress to legislate intelli- 
gently on the finances, and that that subject 
be relegated to the people in their several 
Congressional Districta. Such an honest con- 
fession of incapacity would be more credita- 
ble than the present disgraceful and humili- 
ating pettifogging by the party. 


THE NEWBERRY LIBRARY. 

The death of Miss Juri Newsrnrsy, the 
last surviving daughter of the late Wa.rzr 
L. NWD, which occurred at Rome on 
the 4th inst., makes the people of Chicago 
the heirs of one-half of the estate left by that 
gentleman, who provided in his will that 
such portion should be applied, under the di- 
rection of his trustees, to the foundation of 


a free public library in the North Division of | 


Chicago. Mr. Newnrrry left his property 
in the hands of trustees to be given to his 
two daughters, or the survivor of them, but 
in the event of their both dying without 
children, one-half was to be applied to the 
noble purpose above mentioned: Probably a 
more munificent legacy has pever been made 
in this country for a similar purpose, except 
that by which the Astor Library in New York 

The provisions of the will, however, do not 
take effect until the decease of the wife of the 
testator. There will then be an opportunity 
for Chicago to have a great Museum of Liter- 
ature by bringing the three principal organi- 


zations of the city, the Newsrrry Library, | 


the Chicago Public Library, and the pro- 
posed Historical Society Library, together 
under one roof. It may be impracticable to 
unite them under one management, but it 
will be entirely feasible to bring them to- 
gether in one place, and thus enable the citi- 
zens, for whose benefit they are designed, to 
reap the highest advantages with the least in- 
convenience. The location of the joint col- 
lection would necessarily be in the North 
Division, since Mr. Nzewsrrry’s will desig- 
nates that location for the library founded by 
him. The Historical Society is already fixed 
in that quarter, and consequently it will 
only be necessary to move the existing Pub- 
lic Library across the river. Fortu- 
nately the latter is not anchored in 
any permanent location. It has no real 
estate or expensive buildings to hold it 
in its present place, and, although its 
situation in the South Division is somewhat 
more accessible to the whole population than 
it would be on the North Side, the advan- 
tages to be secured by having all the books 
of the three institutions in one place far out- 
weigh the consideration of the few block,’ 
distance to be traveled. It is not likely that 
the trustees of Mr. Newsrnrry’s will can ob- 
ject to this arrangement, since it will tend to 
heighten the importance of the institution 
they will have in charge, and increase the 
benefits intended to be conferred upon the 
public. Moreover, such an aggregation of 
literature would become a matter of mu- 
nicipal and civic pride, and would serve not 
only to dignify the Public Library in the esti- 
mation of the community, and secure for it 
better treatment than it has commonly re- 
ceived, but to attract other donations of 
money and books from private liberality, 
such as the Boston Public Library has re- 
ceived from Josnvua Bates, Gon Ticxnor, 
Turoponm Parxer, and others. We shall 
eventually have the materials for the com- 
mencement of one of the great libraries 
of the world, and it is fitting that 
the honor justly belonging to Mr. Newsrray 
should be augmented by the drawing to- 
gether of all the books now or hereafter de- 
voted to public purposes into one place. We 
trust that when the time comes no local jeal- 
ousies or private interests will be allowed to 
stand in the way of so beneficent a consum- 
mation. 

The Newsrrry estate was valued at the 
time of the testator’s death by two law firms, 
one representing the heirs and the other the 
trustees. The valuations were $2,500,000 
and $4,000,000 respectively. The greater 


portion of the income of the estate has been 


— 


added to the principal since his death five 
years since; so it is probable that the larger 
figure is nearer the real value than the 
former.. The magnitude of this donation 
makes it one of the most important events 
that has ever happened in the history of Chi- 
cago. The trustees of the estate are E. W.

May of these nominations are among the 


best that have ever been made for the Com- 
mon Council; some of them are as yet un- 
known to us, and a few, we think, ought not 
to have been nominated, and will hardly be 
accepted by the Republicans of the ward in 
which they live. On the whole the result 
has been as favorable as could reasonably 
have been expected from the usual primary 
system. Among those who are known to be 
worthy of the Republican support, and that 
of all the respectable and tax-paying citizens, 
may be mentioned Appison BaLLAnůD and 
Jacop Rosgnserc of the Second, J. L. 
Tuomrson and WL Arpricu of the 
Third, J. W. Srewarst and J. H. 
Guperat of the Fourth, Wurm Van 
O’Laoxpa and Mica Scumirz of the 
Fifth, Faanx Lawies and Grorncz W. Sepr- 
vorp of the Eighth, A. G. Tunoor and J. B 
Brices of the Ninth, CLEVELAND and QUIRKE 
of the Thirteenth, who are the present in- 
cumbents, J. Baumoartzen and W. T. Jonx- 
son of the Fourteenth, and J. A. Km and 
Jacos Bors of the Eighteenth. All these 
men, there is reason to believe, will serve the 
best interesta of the city, and ought to be 
elected. This list does not necessarily ex- 
clude others who may be fit men but are un- 
known to us at present. In some of the 
wards probably the best available material 
has been selected The nominees in the 
Fifth Ward are far superior to those which 
generally come from Bridgeport. Mr. 
Scumrrz has already served in the Council 
and was a good member; Mr. Van O’Linpa 
is in the real-estate business, has 
never been a strong partisan, and is well 
spoken of. Mr. Kaxusxa has been selected 
by the Bohemians and Mr. Vaux by the Hol- 
landers, both nationalities forming a large 
part af the population; and, for aught we 
know to the contrary, they will represent the 
ward as well as any persons who can be found 
there. The same is probably true of Jansszn 
and Vrepex, who have been nominated in the 
Seventeenth Ward. The regular nominees of 
the Twelfth Ward, Cumra and CLAN. will 
be opposed by two Republicans, Messrs. 
McCraxga and Rawzeztau, both excellent men, 
and who have consented to run on 
the solicitation of 500 Republicans who 
signed a call There were several 
other persons nominated for Aldermen of 
whom we may speak hereafter. The charac- 
ter of the next Council is of too serious an 
importance to the tax-payers of Chicago to 
jeopardize its usefulness by electing any men 
likely to vote with the ring of tax-eaters, no 
matter what party nominates them. If the 
working-classes living in wards that have

FIRE INSURANCE AND BUILDING REGU- 
LATIONS. 

An interesting paper on the relation be- 
tween insurance and building regulations, 
written by Mr. Anprews, of the United 
States Legation in Sweden, to Secretary 
Fm, has just been republished. He states 
that the rates of insurance against fire in 
Stockholm are very low. A brick house in 
that city which has been built in accordance 
with the common regulations in respect to 
foundations, thickness of walls, etc., must 
have three requisites in order to be rated by 
the insurance companies as first class. These 
requisites are: 1, Stone, brick, or iron 
stairs; 2, an iron door for the entrance to 
the attic or upper story; and 3, that the attic 
floor must be fire-proof. Insurance per year 
on such buildings is at the rate of one crown 
for a thousand crowns value, equal to $1 per 
$1,000, or 1 mill on a dollar. This rate will 
sound refreshingly low to owners of property 
in Chicago even under the present reduced 
rates of insurance. A second-class house is 
one in which the attic floor is not completely 
fire-proof, and where the stairs to it are of 
wood. On this second-class houses the 
rate of insuran@ is $1.25 per $1,000. 
If the house have the main walls of brick 
but the interior or room walls of wood, it is 
considered as third class, and the insurance 
is $1.50 per $1,000 of value. The fourth- 
class buildings are those of wooden frames 
but bricked between the timbers, and the 
outer surface plastered, and the rate of insur- 
ance is $3 per $1,000. Houses constructed 
wholly of wood are rated as fifth class, and 
pay from $4 40 $8 insurance upon $1,000 
of value. 

Mr. Anprews states that these cheap rates 
of insurance are the result of building regu- 
lations which in turn have been forced upon 
the city by repeated and destructive confla- 
grations. There are, he states, many brick 
buildings in excellent preservation which are 
upward of two centuries old. It took a long 
time to teach the city the necessity of strin- 
gent regulations. Stockholm was founded in 
1187, and during the centuries that followed 
was subjected to repeated conflagrations, 
which compelled the people to protect them- 
selves by wholesome building regulations. 
Among these regulations is one requiring in 
the exterior neatness and style corresponding 
to the partof the city. Generally they must be 
of brick, iron, or stone. Wooden buildings are 
only allowed in the outer parts of the city. Each 
building must have its own cellar-walle. In 
buildings two-story and over, the front and 
rear must have a.thickness of 2 feet in the 
lower story, and in the other stories of 17 
inches. Each house wust have its own fire- 


brick, and none of the woodwork of the roof 
must be within 5 inches of the chimney. 


hibition. After more than five years’ ex- 
perience with them, I am satisfied that their 
introduction into the colder parts of the 
United States would be productive of health, 
comfort, and economy.” The efficiency of 
the building regulations of Stockholm is 
shown in the fact of the low rates of in- 
surance, and the absence of anything like an 
organized fire department, and the apparatus 
used is the old hand-engines. 

It will be seen that the aim of these regula- 
tions is to make the buildings all measurably 
fire-proof, and especially ao in the attic or top 
story. It is rendered impossible for a fire to 
originate on the roof or to burn downward. 


Mr. James Bucuanan, namesake of blessed 
memory and greenback candidate for Pres- 
ident, spoke his speech to a Chicago audience 
Wednesday night. We will glance at a few 
of his aphorisms. He said, Money is a non- 
producer; put a hundred dollars in your 
pocket and retain it there for a year and it 
will not increase.” Neither will non- pro- 
ducers find a hundred dollars in their pockets 
unless they steal the money. If a man earns 
and saves it, a hundred dollars will get into 
his pocket. And if he deposits the money in 
a sound savings-bapk, at the end of the 
year it will have increased 5 or 6 per 
cent; or he may loan it out at a higher rate 
of interest, secured by real estate. 

Money is the instrument used to distribute the 
products of labor from hand to hand. It is « tool of 
trade, so called dy Boxamy Puten, the dapper little 
political economist of Oxford College—the bullion cen- 
tre of the Old World. 

Here we have a bit of information that is 
new to us, never having heard before that 
Oxford College was the bullion centre of the 
Old World. We knew it was largely endowed 
with broad acrea, not less in fact than 126, 
879, according to the new Doomsday-Book, 
and from which it was deriving more than a 
million of dollars a year of rental. We 
had labored under the impression that the 
Bank of England was the bullion centre of 
the Old World. But money is more than a 
tool of trade.” It is an equivalent of value; 
it only exchanges for property of tle same 
estimated value to the possessor. Thus 23 
grains of gold when coined is called a dollar. 
Yesterday it would exchange in this market 
for one bushel of No. 1 winter wheat, and so 
would 23 grains of uncoined gold; both have 
the same exchange value or purchasing power, 
and when exported the value of both is esti- 
mad by their weight and fineness. The 
Government stamp on the metal neither adds 
to nor subtracts from the exchangeable value 
of the gold. 

We don't propose to abolish the taking of all inter- 
est, but to institute a system by which the industries 
of the country would be rid of s heavy tax for using 
this tool of trade, Interest makes low prices in fret 
hands aad high prices to consumers. An ordinary 
shirt that will cost $2.50 originally cost about 10 centa 
The great bulk of the value goes into the pockets of 
the money-changers. ? 

Those “ original 10-cent shirts” which are 
held at $2.50 are not to be found in this 
market, but there are plefity of shirts which 
cost the wearer originally $2.50 for which 


‘the rag-man will not now give moro than a 


dime. ‘lhe great bulk of the value of Chi- 
cago shirts goes, not into the pockets of the 
money-changers, but of washerwomen or 
Chinamen. They pocket the value of the 
shirts and rub them to pieces besides.

It is well that a sharp look-out be kept 
about this time upon the proceedings in Con- 
gress upon the bill subjecting railroad-grant 
lands to local taxation. Hitherto the Pacific 
and other companies to which millions of 
acres of the public domain have been grant. 
ed have neglected to take out patents for 
these except as they made sales; and, on the 
aim that the full legal title had not vested 
in them, have refused to pay State and local 
taxes upon their lands. They have thus es- 
\caped taxation upon millions of dollars’ worth 
of property, casting upon poor settlers, whose 
improvements increased the value of the rail- 
road lands, the whole burden of State, coun- 
ty, road, and school taxes, and, as the compa- 
nies’ title was not complete until patent was 
taken out, have set the local tax-collectors 
at defiance. The injustice of it has 
at last attracted the attention of Con- 
gress, and a bill has been introduced 
declaring all lands granted by the General 
Government to railroads subject to local tax- 
ation, though patents may not have been 
taken out for these. But as reported from 
the Senate Committee, the bill contaims a pro- 
vision designed manifestly in the interest of 
the land-grab corporations to nullify the act 
by making the collection of the taxes levied 
by State or local authority practically impos- 
sible. This by a provision that when the 
purchaser of any such lands at a tax-sale 
made by the State or local authorities shall 
pay the land-office fees, eto, a patent for the 
land sold for non-payment of taxes shall be 
issued—not to the purchaser, but to the rail- 
road company. The result will be that the 
tax-purchaser will then be left to fight out his 
lien with the companies, with their millions, 
and attorneys hired by the year. Whoever 
has trie“ .itigation with them, even the Gen- 
eral Government itself, has found ont 
what that costs, and how bootless such 
litigation, after appeals to the highest 
courts, is liable to prove. The bill is a fit- 
ting afterpiece to the Pacific Railroad 
swindling mortgage act, freeing the roads 
from their obligations to the Government 
for their ninety-odd millions first-mort- 
gage liability. The only way the railroads 
can be compelled to pay taxes on their land- 
grants is to place them on a level with private 
land-owners, so that the tax-purchaser will 
acquire the title himself. That can be done 
by providing that the patent be issued di- 
rectly to him when he shall have bought in 
railroad lands at tax-sale. But if his pur- 
chase is only to have effect to put the legal’ 
title in the companies, so that all the tax- 
buyer acquires is a lawsuit against a great 
corporation, it is plain that though the com- 
panies go on to the end of time refusing to 
pay taxes, no tax-buyers will be found for 
their landa. Evidently the vote upon this 
bill to aid railroads in escaping payment of 
their taxes cannot be too sharply scrutinized.
